In light of Applicant's arguments/remarks, the art of record considered as a whole neither 
anticipates nor renders obvious the method and apparatus for controlling rock drilling 
comprising among other steps, arranging sensing means and restrictor, including adjusting at 
least a percussion pressure and sensing the pressure of the pressure medium before a restrictor 
and after the restrictor in order to determine the penetration rate; and at least one restrictor 
connected to the inlet feeding channel of the feed actuator.
